Rev. Josiah Harkey was admitted on trial in the Georgia Con- 
ference at Augusta, December, 1860. His first appointment was to 
the Jacksonville Circuit, where he labored during the entire year 
both acceptably and efficiently. 

He was appointed the present year to the colored charge in At> 
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lanta. He entered promptly upon this interes^pg field of labor, and 
very soon won the confidence and esteem of his large congregation. 
About the 1st of March, while on a visit to his relatives in an ad- 
joining county, he was seized by his last illness. His bodily suffer- 
ings, we are informed, were intense, but he bore them meekly and 
uncomplainingly. When it was ascertained that he could not recover, 
he was asked, in regard to his readiness for the change that soon 
awaited him. His reply was : “ My trust is in God, and I have no 
fears.” His last hours were thus brightened by Christian hope, and he 
passed away to those reckonings and retributions of eternity. Bro. 
H. left a dependant family, whom we commend to the prayers and 
sympathies of the Conference. 

Bev. James H. Reese was born in Forsyth County, Ga., and 
united with this Conference in December, 1863. Like some of our 
best preachers, he suffered for the want of early educational advan- 
tages, but by industry, and close application to books, he was rapidly 
acquiring a fund of useful knowledge, which, ere long, would have 
secured him an influential position in this body. 

During the nine years of his ministry, he filled several important 
circuits and stations, and it is but sheer justice to say that, in all 
these positions he acquitted himself worthily and satisfactorily. For 
one or two years past, his health has declined, and more recently certain 
alarming symptoms, admonished him to set his house in order. He 
continued to grow worse until, in April last, he departed this life in 
Decatur County, Georgia, in the full assurance of faith and hope. 

Rev. Wm. H. C. Cone was a native of Green County, Georgia, 
and for some years preceding his connexion with the Conference, 
resided in Harris County, Georgia. 

He became a travelling preacher in December, 1849, and for twelve 
years was a faithful and laborious member of the Conference. 
Earnest in the style of his ministrations, and one of the sweet- 
est singers of our Israel, he accomplished much good in his vari- 
ous fields of labor. At the last session of our Conference he was 
assigned to the Chaplaincy of the 19th Georgia Regiment, then on 
active duty in Virginia, There he labored with great succ^s, sharing 
the privations of the soldier, enduring, with unshrinking fortitude, 
the hardships of the retreat from Yorktown — breasting the storm of 
battle at Williamsburg, and what was more perilous still, breathing 
the pestilential atmosphere of the swamps of the Chickahominy and 
James rivers. His physical constitution was broken down by these 
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frequent exposures, |^d he was conveyed to the Hospital of Bfch" 
mond almost in a dying condition. Here he was kindly cared 
for by our indefatigable brethren, Reverend Wm. M. Crumley and 
John W. Talley. They ministered to him in his last moments, and 
from both of them we learn that he died in holy triumph, and doubt- 
less went upward to the General Assembly and Church of the first- 
born, whose names are written in Heaven.

REPORT OP THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE MIS- 
SIONARY SOCIETY OF THE GEO. CONFERENCE. 

Trinity Colored Mission, Augusta, has been served by Rev. J. T. 
Lin. It has 528 members, 18 probationers, 51 catechumens. The 
church is in a good condition, and a deep piety pervades the ranks. 

Glasscock "Mission was served by Rev. S. A. Clarke. It has 5 ap- 
pointments, a membership of 191 in full connection, 24 on probation. 
The Mission is improving, and has paid $76 45 to the missionary. 

Burke Colored Mission was served by Rev. D. W. Calhoun. It has 
1018 members. Is self-sustaining, and the patrons desire its contin- 
uance. 

• AnUrew Chapel Mission, Savannah, was served by Rev. Walter 
Knox. This charge has suffered very much during our present 
struggles. It has, however, a large membership, and is under a good 
religious influence. Has a good sabbath school, and will pay, next 
year, $100 for its support. 

Richmond Colored Mission was served, in connection with the Cir- 
cuit, by Rev. H. D. Murphy. The Mission is in a thriving condi- 
tion. It has 65 members, 57 probationers. Has paid for support of 
the missionary $231 85. 
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Louisville Colored Mission was served by Rev. James L. Fowler. 
Has 150 members in full connection, 100 bn probation. Mission is 
prosperous and should be continued. 

Asbury Mission, Augusta, was served by Rev. W. A. J. Fulton. 
There has been a gracious revival, on the Mission, during the year. 
The field is promising, 125 have been added to the church. It has 
a membership of 194. Has paid the missionary $611. 

The Columbia Colored Mission has been served by Rev. Isaac S. T. 
Hopkins. The Mission is reported prosperous. It has 211 members 
in full connection, and 171 on probation. The Mission has paid 
$336 80 for its support. 

The Lincolnton Colored Mission was served, in connection with the 
Circuit, by Rev. Robert W. Dixon. Condition good, and its contin- 
uance desired. Has 109 in full membership, and 14 on probation. 

Watkinsville Colored Mission was served by Rev. A. J. Jarrel. 
Has 136 members in full connection, 110 probationers. Condition 
good. 

Elberton Colored Mission was served by Rev. Wm. T. Norman, in 
connection with the Circuit. Mission doing well. Paid $200. Mem- 
bership 257, probations 57. 

Athens Colored Mission — Rev. W. S. Turner Missionary. Has a 
membership of 208, 246 catechumens. 50 received during the year. 
Mission flourishing. - 

Factory Mission— Embraces 4 factories in Clark county, 221 mem- 
bers, and 18 on probation. Four Sabbath Schools. Paid to mission- 
ary $148, Rev. Henry Cranford, Missionary. 

Broad River Mission — Rev. Robert A. Seal, .Misdonary. Has 4 
appointments, and 2 Sabbath Schools. Condition tolerably good j 
paid to missionary $ 110 . 

Lexington Mission — Served in connection with Lexington Circuit 
by Revs. J. M. Dickey and E. G. Murrah. Membership 99,* and 7 
on probation. 

Morganton Mission — Sanford Leak Missionary. Has 326 members 
and 96 on probation. Seven flourishing Sabbath Schools, in which 
22 conversions are reported 3 paid missionary $155 47 . 

Haralson Mission — Embracing portions Haralson, Carrol, and 
Paulding Counties. Has 263 members and two Sabbath Schools j 
mission reported moderately prosperous. Served by Rev. Alfred Dor- 
man. 
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Houston Mission — Served by Rev. F. A. Roberson ; has 137 mem- 
bers, and 19 probationers j paid missionary ^104. Condition good. 

Atlanta Colored Mission — Served by Rev. James B. Payne, is in 
a very prosperous condition ; congregations large and a good Sabbath 
School. Has 262 members and 100 probationers j paid missionary 
«235. 

Macon Colored Mission — Rev. O. S. Means, Missionary, is in a 
prosperous condition; has 487 members, 183 probationers, and 78 
catechumens. 

Macon City Mission, served by Rev. Wm. C. Bass. Has 138 
members and 7 probationers, with a very flourishing Sabbath School. 
It is reported as an interesting field of labor, requiring the services 
of a preacher from the Conference. 

Everett Mission has 2 appointments, 142 members, 8 probationers, 
100 catechumens.

$250.

* RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, there is great want in the Church of S. S. Books, Hymn 
Books, and other Books essential in our work ; and whereas, it is un- 
certain whether the General Conference may meet this year, and our 
publishing interests in Nashville be released, so as to meet this want, 
therefore — 

Resolved^ That a Committee of three be appointed by this Confer* 
ence to consult with any committees that may be raised in other Con* 
ferences to provide for supplying this pressing want of the Church. 

Under this resolution the following were appointed a committee, to 
wit ; Alabama Conference, E. H. Myers, J. W. Burke, J. E. Evans. 

Resolved, That we observe the first Fridays in May and September 
as days of fasting and prayer, and that the preachers be instructed to 
hold religious services in their churches on those days, and invite the 
brethren and friends to take their servants and children with them 
to meeting as far as practicable. 

Resolved, That the action of the Bishops, in postponing the session 
of Ae General Conference in April last, was wise and judicious and 
that we, as a Conference, endorse said action. 
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The Committee appointed to report on the state of the country, 
after setting forth, in their preamble, the character of our invaders 
and their unprincipled modes of warfare, reported the following res- 
olutions, which were unanimously adopted : 

1. That we declare before heaveu and earth that the perpetrators 
of such modes of warfare deserve the unqualified condemnation of 
the civilized world, and that it is the duty of the Christian nations 

* of the earth to pronounce them enemies of the human race, and to 
brand their principles and measures as infamous. 

2. That we re-afl5rm our unqualified loyalty to the Confederate 
States of America. 

3. That we have unabated confidence in the patriotism and wisdom 
of our Confederate Grovernment, the highest admiration of the pru- 
dence, moderation and magnanimity exhibited by our autho.rities in 
the prosecution of the war ; and we sincerely trust, that while they 
use all the resources of the country, if need be, to the last man, 
and the last dollar, in defence of our liberty, there will be no depar- 
ture from the principles of humanity in the future prosecution of our 
campaigns. 

4. That we recognize our dependence upon Almighty God, and 
pour forth the tribute of our thanksgivings for His wonderful mercy 
to us as a nation, for the many and signal victories which He has 
given to our armies against superior numbers and resources ; and we 
hereby declare our unalterable faith in the ultimate success of our 
cause under the blessing of God. 
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
